The United States weather bureau, in its annual summary’ 
work, just issued, discusses at some length the subject of long 
weather forecasting. 
The conclusion is reached, after a very considerable study, that as 
yet no scientific basis for long range forecasting exists, and that it must 
for the present at least, confine its predictions to one week ahead. 
The advent of the radio, giving a more complete picture than had 
heretofore been possible, has enable the bureau to make forecasts for a 
week in advance instead of only one or two days as was the case until a 
A B t time ago. 
While there exists no scientific basis for long range guesses—and 
a scientific basis is the only one on which the weather bureau can pro­ 
ceed, we constantly hear about prognostications covering a month or even 
an entire season.

TIME TO ROUT THE BOGEY OF DEPRESSION 
The economist who, addressing a meeting of the Association of 
National Advertisers in Washington, told his hearers th at it was time 
to “snap out” of the constant talk of depression, gave a recipe which 
should be universally accepted, at least in the United States. 
Sensible men have accepted the fact that wfe have been going 
through unusual business conditions and have adjusted themselves ac­ 
cordingly. Communities throughout the country, headed by patriotic and 
public-spirited citizens, have been raising funds to see that the unem­ 
ployed are cared for during the coming winter. 
These wise moves are 
intended to meet a temporary and abnormal state of affairs. 
Unfortunately some persons are foolishly harping on “depression” 
as though it were going to be the permanent condition of this rich and 
resourceful country. Men who are gainfully employed have joined in this 
mournful chorus and are helping to create a psychology of fear which 
is utterly without justification. The time has come to rout this bogey of 
depression; and if it be undertaken with courage and confidence it can 
be accomplished. Carol Byoir, a Havana publisher, urges a plan by the 
advertising anc^ publishing forces of the nation for the creation of a 
war-time organization to kill the fear psychology among the employed. 
Under his plan fourteen divisions would be created to restore public 
confidence. 
They include advertising, films, public speakers, four-m in­ 
ute men, church work, radio broadcasting, appeals to the foreign born, 
local organizations, women’s w’ork, still pictures, labor, statistics, news and 
industrial organization. 
This is an ambitious programme; whether it can be carried out 
fully remains to be seen; but if the idea embodied therein be only partial­ 
ly exploited it will result in a feeling of optimism that can hasten the 
return to normalcy. The work done for preparedness at the time of the 
war is is a proof of what can be accomplished by the American people 
when they are once aroused. We are on the eve of better times, and it 
only needs a fair dose of optimism to turn the trick. 
The country is 
truly bored with the everlasting talk about depression. 
It has become a 
iiabit and a mighty bad habit at that. 
The worst offenders now are those wno were the silliest during 
boom times. 
When prices soared to the highest peaks they felt they 
w’ould go still higher. They were sure there was no limit. Now that prices 
have struck bottom they are positive they are looking into a bottomless 
pit. 
They were wrong before and they are wrong now. 
The time to 
shiver and quake was when the boom was at its height; the time tor 
courage and confidence is now, when deflation has run its course. 
W hether wie have an organized movement or not, sensible men 
and women everywhere will do their part in killing senseless fear; they 
will encourage the movement for buying because we know that the na- ] 
tion will emerge triumphantly from the present depression as we have 
from every previous one.

This is why the recovery in grain 
prices that got under way late in 
October is hailed with joy. 
It is 
based on a certainty that the price 
was intrinsically too low, plus a half 
a dozen developments in the grain 
world, all favorable to higher prices. 
W hether the rally is continuous or 
not, certainly the tendency should 
be upward for the next two months. 


The big question is Russia, as 
usual. 
The U. 8. S. R. started out 
the shipping season with a burst of 
speed. 
Twice 
as much 
Russian 
j wheat appeared in the European 
markets as in 1930. and the grain 
trade shook its head. 
But that 
I hasty movement did not hold. 
At 
last 
reports

Russian 
wheat was in sight, and observers 
are beginning to think that the 
j harvest 
has 
fallen 
below 
1930 
figures. 
It is the off-season, of course, for 
Argentina 
and 
Australia. 
T h eir; 
growing 1932 crops are believed to 
be nothing to brag about. Canada’s 
1931 crop was a semi-failure, as was 
our own spring wheat production. 
| 
Finally, Europe-grown wheat is 
none too plentiful, and the quality j 
is reported as low. 


That leaves our own huge, high- 
quality winter wheat crop and our 
carry-over of old 
wheat as the 
world's chief source of supply, and 
it locks as if Europe must buy much 
of it, willing or unwilling. 
A con­ 
tinent of bread eaters, they must 
have bread. 
There are two more favorable fac­ 
tors. 
The unbelievably low prices 
for the grain have done what low 
prices invariably do—they have in­ 
creased 
consumption, 
encouraged 
waste, and discouraged plantings of 
winter wheat for next year. Waste 
includes the feeding of wheat to an­ 
imals, where coarser grain is ordi­ 
narily used, and even some cases of 
burning for fuel, as has often been 
done with corn. 
Some wheat, as 
well as much oats and rye, was not 
even cut this fall. 


The fall plantings, after all, are 
the most significant evidence of the 
change for the better. 
Although 
plenty of acreage is available for ex­ 
panding wheat production, there has 
been an important shrinkage from 
last 
year—although 
the 
exact 
amount 
of 
decrease 
is 
not 
yet 
known with certainty. 
The abnormally high acre-yield of 
1930-31 can hardly be repeated in 
1931-32, so that it may well be that 
the 1932 crop v^ll be somewhere 
within a reasonable figure at last. 


Among others, the federal farm 
beard and its co-operative and sta­ 
bilization babies may well rejoice 
over the turn in the tide. For every 
10 cents of advance in the wheat 
price the farm board comes “out of 
the hole” by something like $20,000,- 
000. or it may be more. 
If the advance holds, the farm 
board will be in just that much bet­ 
ter shape to present itself before a 
critical congress and account for its 
activities of the last nine months. 
More important still, if the ad­ 
vance holds it will be tangible evid­ 
ence that agriculture is leading the 
way out of the world depression, 
which is the way many able econo­ 
mists believe recovery must come 
about.

Sub-Stations For Collection 
Another idea which Mr. Pitis be­ 
lieves would be valuable to the tax 
payer is that of designating certain 
banks in various parts of the county 
as sub-stations for the county treas­ 
urer where the taxpayer could pay 
his taxes.

HERE’S THE R A D I O Y O U ’V

Since we have discussed in 
the 
last two articles the importance of 
good posture to health, it may be 
well to define what good posture is. 
The ten commandments of good 
posture, as given by 
Dr. 
Phillips 
Lewin, are as follows: 
1. Stand tall. 
2 Sit tall 
3^ Walk tall 
and 
chesty, with 
weight transmitted to balls of feet. 
4. Draw in abdomen, pulling it 
backward and upward. 
5. Keep shoulders high and square. 
6. Pull chin straight toward collar 
button. 
7. Flatten hollow of back by rolling 
pelvis backward and downward. 
8. Separate shoulders from hips ai 
far as possible. 
9. Lie tall and flat. 
10. Think tall. 
It will be seen that according to 
this good posture is demanded while 
standing, sitting or lying down. 
There are three types of bodily 
build recognized—thin, stocky and 
intermediate. The term stocky ap­ 
plies 
largely 
to children. 
Later 
on in life a less complimentary word 
is likely to be used. Each of these 
bodily types has its own standards 
by which one must judge posture. 
And in each type posture is rated 
under four headings—excellent, good 
poor and bad. Under any 
one of 
these headings your chiid may be 
classified. 
The standards for each rating for 
the thin type are as follows: 
Excellent: Head up, chin in. Head 
balanced above shoulders, hips and 
ankles. An imaginary plumb 
line 
dropped from the side of the head 
should pass through the ear and 
through the middle of the shoulders, 
hip, knee and ankle bone. 
2. Chest up. Breast bone the part 
of the body farthest forward. 
3. Lower abdomen in and flat. 
4. Back curves 
within 
normal 
limits. 
Good: 1. Head slightly forward. 
2. Chest slightly lowered. 
3. Lower abdomen in. but not fir 
4. Back curves slightly increases 
Poor: 1. Hear forward. 
2. Chest Hat. 
3. Abdomen relaxed. (Part of body 
farthest forward.) 
4. Back curves exaggerated. 
Bad: 1. Head markedly forward. 
2. Chest sunken. 
3. Abdomen completely 
relaxed 
and protuberant. 
4. Back curves extremely exagger­ 
ated.

A. C.: “I am anxious to know all 
about the thyroid glands, especially 
the disease called exophthalmic. Is 
an operation necessary? How' long 
after an operation before you feel all 
right again?”

Will Lay Out Complete Mu­ 
nicipality At Hoover 
Dam

DENVER. Col., Nov. 20,—A city 
large enough to provide homes and 
markets for 10,000 people, complete­ 
ly equipped as to pavements, sewers, 
curbing?, alleys and waterworks—but 
without a house in it—-is to be built 
near the site of the Hoover dam in 
Nevada. 
. 
Eventually, of course, there will 
be houses and bu iness buildings. 
The task confronting the construc­ 
tion company at present, however, 
is the building of the city without 
houses. 
Boulder City. Nevada, is to be one 
oi the few American cities which 
have been built according to a def­ 
inite plan laid out before construc­ 
tion work was started. 
Longview. 
Wash., is said to be the only other j 
city in the world built complete ac- j 
cording to a plan. 
1 
Vincent K. Jones, in charge 
ot 
building operations, is the man who 
is going to build the city. Although 
the government contract has not 
as vet been let it is 
known 
that 
Jones’ bid is about $105,000 dollars 
below that of the nearest competi­ 
tor. with a bid of $274,000. The con­ 
tract is to cover labor only, the gov­ 
ernment to furnish all materials. 
“We are ready to get started with 
the work within a week after the 
contract is awarded,” Jones 
says. 
“Creating this city in the desert is 
supposed to be a seven-months job, 
but we expect to finish it in five. 
j 
“We will use about 400 men. T here; 
will be about 100 men of our own. 
The other 300 will be recruited from 
the hundreds of persons who have 
Locked to the dam site from all over 
the country. 
, 
“There are many advantages m 
building a city all J*t one time from 
a single plan,” Jones said. T or in­ 
stance,” he pointed out, “you know 
in advance just wh< re the residence 
dfetrict is to be and the location of 
the business district. 
“From that you can tell 
which 
streets should have the thickest pav­ 
ing. Boulder City will have 
four 
classes of paving, one for the main 
business streets, ant>ther for 
the 
secondary business streets, a third 
for the residential districts and still 
another for the outlying sections 
where traffic will be lightest. 
“Another advantage in building a 
town that way is that 
you 
know 
what districts will need the largest 
water mains. The whole plan for a 
city of 10,000 
persons 
has 
been 
worked out carefully by the govern­ 
ment.” 
Boulder City will be unique in that 
it will have no parking problems. 
The plans Adopted by the govern­ 
ment engineers provide for parking 
areas at convenient points through­ 
out the business district and at the 
end of certain of 
the 
residential j 
streets.

Eugenic Center 
Thrives; Backed 
By War Profits 


Eligibility Based On Human 
Qualities And Not Financial 
Resources 


(In te r n a tio n a l N e w s S e rv ic e ) 
STRASBURG, Alsace, Nov. 20.— 
“From wartime sweetmeat profits 
do healthy children grow.” 
More than two hundred married 
couples with an average of two chil­ 
dren in each family thus sing their 
contentment in the suburban gar­ 
den center known as the Ungemach 
Foundation. It was built and main­ 
tained with a surplus 
of 
$500,000 
from the Societe Alsacienne deAl- 
imcntation. 
The world economic crisis finds 
them untroubled. Their maximum 
rental is $150 a year. They are re­ 
quired only to be tidy and clean and 


to bring healthy children into 
the 
world. 
The foundation fund was given by 
Monsieur Ungemach proprietor 
of 
the sweets factory, but the project 
itself was the conception of Alfred 
Dachert, manager of the factory, 
who says he was originally inspired 
by Darwin’s ‘Origin of Species.” 
Monsieur Dachert dreamed and 
schemed and even traveled to the 
Far East where he studied the Man- 
chu town df Pekin and New Batavia, 
Java, but it was Qerman legislation 
in 1918 which regulated the sugar- 
stuffs made in such a way that his 
company found itself 
embarrassed 
with money and decided up on the 
social experiment. 
The center has been growing for 
eight years until it now comprises 
one hundred and forty one “ideal” 
1 homes all built on the site of an old 
forteress. 
Clerks and government employes 
largely make up the center. Eligi­ 
bility is based on ‘human qualities" 
and not on ‘financial resources.” 
A questionnaire and a medical 
certificate show the tenants come 
up to eugenic standards. If they 
are childless it is understood they 
must bring at least two children in­ 
to the world within five years. 
The dwellings were built, Monsieu 


Dachert says, with the idea of min­ 
imizing a housewife's labor, all the 
rooms being on one floor. TTiere are 
a 
kitchen-dining 
room, 
laundry, 
bathrpom and one or more bedrooms 
each with running water. 
Milk and all foodstuffs are deliv­ 
ered 
to 
the 
door 
since 
there 
are neither stores nor cafes in the 
center. A day nursery takes care of 
the center’s offsprings during work­ 
ing hours. 
A committee inspects the dwelling 
at regular intervals and sets a rat­ 
ing for cleanlieness and healthiness. 
Monsieur Dachert says there is an 
average betterment of 1.3 per cent 
in manner of living of his eugenic 
tenants, compared to the time be­ 
fore they took up residence at Unge­ 
mach. 
The history in the center, he says 
boasts the following facts: 
“Intoxication is 
completely 
un­ 
known. 
“There has only been one quar­ 
rel between neighbors. 
“Only once has a rent benn un­ 
paid. 
“No epidemics. Signs of tuber­ 
culosis in children have been few 
and slight. 
‘The percentage for the excess of 
births over deaths per thousand liv­ 
ing, in a single year: 35.6 compared 
with 2.7 in Strasburg. 
“Families often leave the center 
for larger dwellings or build their 
own homes, thus showing they have 
prospered. 
“The Foundation replaces families 
that do not grow in its environment, 
but this action has been taken only 
nine times.” 
The center will be administered 
as a separate estate until 1950 when 
it will become the property of the 
town of Strasburg. 


CANADIAN HIGHWAY 
TO SKIRT COLUMBIA 


(International News Servicu) 
VANCOUVER. Nov. 20.—A new 
highway, well advanced, will, when 
completed, supply the last link in 
the western half of the pronosed 
Trans-Canada highway, establishing 
a direct artery of communication 
between the Prairies and the Pa­ 
cific coast and opening a through 
road from Winnipeg to Vancouver. 
This new road .about the Big Bend 
of the Columbia river between Gold­ 
en and Bevelstoke, British Columbia, 
a distance of 192 miles, will mean 
much to motor travel in Canada. 
For the greater part of the way 
the road will skirt the Columbia 
river, affording magnificent views 
of the snow-capped heights of the 
Sellkirk range and of the 
giant 
peaks, including Mount Clomeneeau, 
Mount Columbia and Mount Bryce, 
which cluster along the Great Di­ 
vide in that part of the main 
Rockies. 


Paris To Start 
Skyscraper; See 
Pyramid City 


(International News Service) 
PARIS, Nov. 20— Paris’ first sky­ 
scraper w^ill probably be a hospital. 
Plans are now being made to make 
the Beaujon Hospital at Clichy a 
building of eleven stories, the high­ 
est one in this city being of no more 
than six flights up 
(and 
usually 
without elevator!) 
It will have every 
modern 
im­ 
provement known to 
science 
and 
provide for 1,006 beds, with 350 sep­ 
arate rooms. Consulting rooms and 
dispensaries will be on the first floor 
and the two upper stories will be de­ 
voted to tubercular patients. 
A garage for 100 cars and weil- 
equipped recreation rooms will be 
special features of this hospital. 
This hospital-skyscraper may be 
the beginning of important changes 
in the capital acording to proposals 
made by a well-known architect, Mr. 
Le Corbusier to construct a Paris 
of enormous pyramids of buildings 
which would give the same accom­ 
modation as today on one-tenth the 
area. 
These great pyramids would be 
for offices only and not 
show 
a 
single stone, only tiers and tiers of 
glass and wide openings for air and 
light. Every room would have 
a 
whole side built of glass to oe op­ 
ened instead of windows. One won­ 
ders what would happen when the 
usual winter rains begin? 
The buildings would be very far 
apart so that there 
would 
be 
a 
subway station in each one with el­ 
evators running up to all the floors 
But here again is a grave problem, 
for Parisian elevators are nearly al­ 
ways of the stick-and-stay variety. 
The re-building plans also include 
vast propects for the creation 
of 
extensive parks and gardens along 
the river banks which it is asserted 
would certainly make Pans the most 
beautiful city of the world.

(international News Service) 
BOSTON, Nov. 20.—‘ The modern 
college girl has just as nikny prob­ 
lems as her sister of a century ago, 
who wore hoop skirts and bustles,

Thus did Miss Lilah M. Vaughan, 
professor of economics and adviser 
to women students at Boston Uni­ 
versity’s school of education, sum ­ 
marize the situation. 
“The college girl today does not 
have to face community opposition 
to college education for girls.’’ de­ 
clared Dr. Vaughan. “Her problems 
are those of finance and social ad­ 
justm ent to the college world. 
The 
girl comes to college with a feeling 
of independence and self-sufficien­ 
cy. 
For this reason she needs the 
understanding and counsel of her 
friends and associates. 
“Those who advise her must have 
an obstinate belief in her worth, for 
she often meets her first real sor­ 
row. disappointm ent or disillusion­ 
m ent during college years. 
“Burning the candle at both ends 
is one of the college girl's 
chiei 
faults," Dr. Vaughan asserted. “The 
girl is tem pted to im pair her health 
in order to put herself through col­ 
lege.

Under 
the general 
caption 
of 
"Know Your School Series,” a scries 
t>f bulletins has been prepared by 
various teachers of the New Castle 
schools dealing with the activities 
Of the schools. 
Each bulletin deals with some 
particular phase of school life in 
this city and the entire series can 
be classed as a full description of 
the school curriculum here. 
Here is one of the series. 


GUIDANCE 


By MARJORIE RHODES 
Since the days when the school 


* was satisfied with the teaching of 
the three R's, educators have moved 
steadily toward achieving the broad­ 
er goal of education, that of fitting 
the child to become an intelligent 
part of the community, and of being 
able to work harmoniously m the 
position for which environment and 
circumstances have fitted him. But 
even with this aim, 
the ^ rapidly 
growing popularity of secondary ed­ 
ucation, which necessitated the task 
of providing buildings and equip­ 
m e n t, submerged for the time the 
* problem of giving instruction suited 
to the individual 
But with the 
growth of the guidance movement 
over the country, schools are placing 
m o re and more emphasis on secur­ 
ing true equality of opportunity, an 
education for each individual in ac­ 
cordance with his interest, needs, 
abilities and prospects. 
The New Castle schools are basing 
their guidance program, as far as 
is expedient, on the state program. 


The object in our system is con­ 
cerned not only with launching a 
small part of our public school pop­ 
ulation into higher institutions of 
learning, but with every child who 
comes into the schools. 
Guidance 
tends to help him have a better start 
in life and in our system, to pre­ 
serve his individuality as he goes 
from school to school, and to see 
that he receives preparation suited 
to his necessities. 
To achieve this 
end the following aims and objec­ 
tives have been followed. 
General objectives: 
1. To provide an educational serv­ 
ice adapted to the individual needs 
of child and youth. 
2. To enrich school service thru 
adequate articulation with home and 
community. 
Specific aims: 
1. To study end. as far as possible, 
to understand individual differences, 
beginning with pupils in the kinder­ 
garten and in the first grade. 
2. To give special attention to the 
child who is very different from his 
fellows, and therefore unadjusted to 
school life. 
3. To provide adequate classifica­ 
tion of pupils with respect to subject 
instruction and related school ac­ 
tivities. 
4. To inform pupils about occupa­ 
tions, curricula in junior high school, 
high school and higher institutions 
and their occupational correlations. 
To promote school attendance thru 
such information, and also through 
part-tim e employment, and curricu­ 
lum adjustment. To show the value 
of education. 
5. To provide counseling, educa-

tional and occupational placement, 
and follow-up. 
6. To stimulate self-guidance. 
7. To provide a more complete co­ 
operation with those agencies in the 
community which can contribute to 
the development of guidance service. 
From the first grade the first spe­ 
cific aims are stressed. Medical in­ 
spection is provided for health ab­ 
normalities and special attention 
given to those who are handicapped. 
Vocational schools offer an oppor­ 
tunity to those who are more adapt­ 
ed to mechanical lines and continu­ 
ation school provides for those who 
are forced to do part-tim e work be­ 
fore reaching the age at which they 
may withdraw from school. 
Beginning with the junior high 
schools, vocational guidance is given. 
Information concerning occupations, 
the curricula and its function with 
these occupations, are explained so 
that wiser selection of courses can 
be made. 
There is a very impor­ 
tant phase of guidance. If the stu­ 
dent is helped in the selection of his 
course, time is saved for him. If he 
does not understand what course to 
elect, not only may he take subjects 
which do not fit him for the work 
he desires to do. but also he may 
become discouraged in attempting 
to follow subjects for which he is 
not suited. 
Regular class inntruc- 
■ tion is given during ihe seventh and 
i eighth grades in the vocational field. 
| Contact is made with the senior 
high school during the ninth year. 
The different courses offered in the 
senior high school, their require­ 
ments for graduation, and the fields 
for which they train are explained 
to the pupils. 
Later guidance is 
given them in selecting their courses 
and in the making of their election 
cards for the senior high school. 
In following the 
objectives 
of 
guidance in the senior high school, 
particular attention is given to the 
last four in the state program: that 
of occupational education, counsel­ 
ing. self-guidance, and participation 
with community agencies. Realizing 
that the high school pupil especially 
needs individual counsel, from the 
fact of his age, from the fact that 
he is faced with the necessity of 
taking his place shortly in a com­ 
plex occupational world, the guid­ 
ance committee attempts to give 
him as much individual counseling 
as possible. 
The school realizes its 
responsibility 
in 
this m atter not 
only in order th at he may be satis­ 
factorily adjusted to the school, but 
also that after graduation he may 
have the proper adjustment of the j 
individual to life, both as a worker 
and as a citizen of the community. 
The purpose of education results, 
not from knowledge gained from ! 
books alone, but more specifically I 
from guidance. 
It is highly desir- j 
able that the individual be helped to ! 
secure this adjustment for his own j 
mental and physical health and hap- j 
piness, and that society be given a ! 
citizen who is economically in d e-: 
pendent and a social asset. 
In working toward this end. guid­ 
ance in the high school has develop­ 
ed in three definite lines: personnel 
research, counseling and 
orienta­ 
tion. 
The basis of counseling is a 
continuous scientific study of pupils 
as individuals. In this research the; 
high school is working on the fol­ 
lowing program: 
1. Records of attendance, health 
and achievements are received from 
the junior high schools for problem 
pupils'and a continuous record kept. 
Records are bestun in the sophomore 
year for all students. 
2. The Otis intelligence test is 
given to every member of the senior 
class, and the result compared with 
th at of the junior test. This tecord 
is required by all colleges and by 
many employers and is a helping 
factor in placement. 
3. Self-analysis blanks are filled 
out by each student. 
While these 
are beneficial as reference material 
for 
recommendations 
to 
nigher 
schools and employers, their chief 
value lies in the help given to the 
pupil in self-guidance. 
Other apti­ 
tude and educational tests are given 
when thought wise by the counselor 
or when requested by pupil or par­ 
ent. 
4. Pupil adjustment in class group­ 
ing is arranged. 
5. Follow-up reports of graduates 
are made the first and second year 
after graduation. 
By the study of 
this report better curricula adjust­ 
ments can be made. 
6. Records, pamphlets and raia- 
logues of schools of higher fduca- 


tion are available in the guidance 
office and the .school library. 
The counseling is, of course, based 
on findings of the personnel re­ 
search, on the result of many inter­ 
views, and conferences with parents 
and teachers. Interviews are usually 
more satisfactory when sougnt by 
the individual, but since many pu­ 
pils would not take the initiative, 
provision is made for all pupils. The 
following objectives serve 
as 
the 
basis of required conferences: 
1. Drop-outs. 
2. Checking unwise electives. 
3. Special problems of absence, 
health and failures. 
4. Periodic check-up on education­ 
al progress. 
5. Junior check-up on 
subjects 
carried to see that they are prepar­ 
ing for desired field. 
6. All seniors before graduation. 
Orientation includes group guid­ 
ance in various questions of conduct 
and ideals, and in the giving of edu­ 
cational and occupational informa­ 
tion. From interviews and the study 
of personnel records a list of com­ 
mon problems is accumulated. These 
are dealt with through group in­ 
struction . This work is carried on 
by special chapel programs, group 
meetings and home room projects. 
The following are the essential func­ 
tion of this part of the guidance 
program : 
1. The hand book of the school, 
an explanation of rules, courses of 
instruction, clubs and necessary reg­ 
ulations, Is given to in-coming soph­ 
omores and explained by the student 
council member in the home room. 
2. How to study pamphlets are 
given to each pupil at the beginning 
of the term. 
In addition to this 
each department has prepared pam­ 
phlets dealing with the method of 
studying each particular subject. At 
the beginning of the year instruction 
in preparation of lessons is given 
by all subject teachers. 
3. Charts of vocations, their re- 
quirêments, returns and other valu­ 
able information is in the hands of 
each home room teacher for the pu­ 
pils' reference. 
4. Material on leading colleges is 
given out through the home room 
from time to time. 
5. Vocational 
opportunities 
are 
presented in chapel programs by 
leaders in the community and group 
meetings held. 
The Business and 
Professional Woman's club as well 
as other organizations in the com­ 
munity have cooperated with this 
work. 
The purpose of the guidance de­ 
partm ent in our school Is the hope 
that there will be a more rigid inter­ 
est in the boy and girl, rather than 
in the mere organization 
of 
the 
school., Their success or failure will 
call for a more careful study of 
methods. 
Instruction and adminis­ 
tration w ill become more devoted to 
serving the individual needs of the 
pupil. 
As the program develops, 
fewer 
drop-outs 
should 
occur. 
Standards 
of 
scholarship 
should 
gradually rise. 
Friendly interest in 
the student body should result in a 
better morale of the student body. 
The graduates should be better in­ 
formed about the future and how >* 
face it more intelligently.
